.. THE USEFUL.

Conrk.—Many persons see corks used dai-
ly without knowing from whence comes
I_ioﬂe useful materials. Corks are eut from
large slabs of the cork tree, a speties of oak,
which grows wild in the Southern countries
of Europe. The tree is striped of its bark
at about sixteen years old ; but before strip-
ing it off, the tree is not cut down, as in the
case of the onk. It is taken while the tree
is growing, and the operation may be re-
peated every nine or ten years; the quality
of the bark continuing each time to improve
as the nge of the tree increases. When the
bark is takén off it is singed in the fumes of
a strong fire," and after ‘Lring sonked for a
considerable time in water, it is placed un-
der heavy weight in order to render it
straight. Its extreme lightness, the case with
which it ean hp compressed, and its elastici-
ty, are properties so peéuliar to this sub-
stance, that no effectual substitute for it has
been discovered. The valuable pro
of cork were known to the Greeks and Ro-
mans, who employed it for all the purposes
for which it is used at nt, with the ex-
gaption of “stopples. ¢ ancients mostly
